Texas Cattle.— There Is a popular 


belief that Texan catlle will not eat corn, 
and many farmers will not buy them for 
feeding on that account. Mr, T, C. Stcr- 
rett, of llliui township, ouu of the most 
successful stock fanners in the country, in- 
forms us that while it ia truo that Texas 
cnllle will not cat corn when first brought 
here, thoy can bo taught to do so, (if not 
too old), nnd that with the proper kind of 
handling they will soon lenrn to munch 
our groat staple as readily as native cattle. 
Ho says thai ho bought some two hundred 
head of thcso cattle in tho fall, and when 
lie fed them com in tho shuck they would 
unt off tho husks and let tho cnrs nf coin 
lit). 
Ho then tinned them into n field of 


stalks, nud ns their nature is to hunt for 
thru living and pick out tho best thoy cnn 
Dml, they soon learned to seek for tho slrny 
curs of corn left in the field, and in a sborl 
llmo ato corn M rondily tit though they 
hud been brought up on It. Mr, Stcrrelt 
says his experience with T was cnllle has 
taught'uiiii that it is HM'less to attempt to 
put them in good pomlillon for fclnughler- 
lni; if they me nol brought hero when they 
nro young. Tho manner in which they 
have been raised Is so different from our 
method of tecclingcatllo that when brought 
bore thoir whole nature must be changed 
iu order to malso them thrive on corn.— 
This cannot be done In the case of old 
steers, but with young cnttlo thu proccBB IB 
not diilloult, 
Ho says this change In their 


nature is noticeable even in their horns, 
which do not grow to such n groal length 
as they do in Texas, if tho cattlo are 
brought hero before they come lo maturity, 
and no great la the metamorphosis that Mr. 
Bterrett tbi nku it would bo difficult to dw- 
tlngulbh some of bis herd from native cat- 
llo.

Texas Cattle.— There la a popular 


belief that Texas cattle will not eat corn, 
and many farmers will not buy them for 
feeding on that account. Mr, T, C. Stcr- 
rett, of llliui township, ouu of tho most 
successful stock fanners in the country, in- 
forms us that while it is true that Texas 
cattle will not cat corn when first brought 
here, they can bo taught to do so, (if not 
too old), and that with the proper kind of 
handling Ihey will soon learn to munch 
our great staple as readily as native cattle. 
Ho says that ho bought some two hundred 
head of these cattle in tho fall, and when 
he fed them corn in thu shuck they would 
eat off Iho husks and let the cars of coin 
lit). 
Uu then tinned them into a field of 


dlalkfl, and na their nature is to hunt for 
thrii living and pick out tho best thoy can 
Dud, Ihey soon learned to seek for tho slrny 
ears of corn lofl in UJG field, and in a short 
llmu ato corn M readily nt though Ihey 
had been brought up on It. Mr, Sterrett 
says his experience with Texas cattle lnis 
taught 'uiin Hint it is nwless to attempt to 
put them in good eomlillon for fclnughter- 
iui; if they me not brought hero when they 
nro young. Tho manner in which they 
have been raised Is so different from our 
method of tocdingcattle that when brought 
bore thoir whole nature must be changed 
iu order to malso them thrive on corn.— 
This cannot be done In the case of old 
steers, but with young cattle thu proccm in 
not dilllcult, 
Ho eiiyu thin change In their 


nature is noticeable even in their horns, 
which do not grow to such a groat length 
as thoy do in Texas, if Iho entile are 
brought hero before they come lo maturity, 
nnd no groat is the metamorphosis thai Mr. 
Bterretl thinku it would bodilBcull to dw- 
tlnguibh some of his herd from native c»t- 
tlo. 
. 


'I hose Items, from tho experience of one 


who has had a great deal lo do with these 
cattle, may prove of interest and bencfll 
to our farmers.
